Perennial Flowers Prefer 
A Rugged Outdoor Life 


Growing perennial flowers from 
seed is so easy and satisfying it 
Is surprising that so few amateur 
gardeners try it. It is easier to 
start a long list of lovely varieties 
from seed sown now, than to start 
annual flowers and vegetables under 
protection in the spring. 
The reason is that perennials will 
grown In the open, without artificial 
heat, from the time the seed is 
sown until they bloom All you have 
to do is to sow the wed, in a flat, 
or seed-bed, and give it the same 
attention you would 
a vegetable 
crop. 
A flat is advisable for beginner' 
A standard size, 15 x 24 inches, will 
grow all the seed in an average 
packet of the following ca fly grown 
biennials and perennials 
Anchusa, columbine, carnations, 
delphiniums, sweet williams, dian­ 
thus,

daisies, 
hollyhocks, 
pyrethrum, galliards*, hibiscus 
Though few of the difficulties and 
diseases which threaten the indoor 
seed box are present ii, the sum­ 
mer, it is best to All the flat With 
good potting soil, a third each of 
sand, peat or humus, and sifted 
top soil A thin layer of .sphagnum 
moss sifted over the top will pro­ 
tect the seeds from fungi 
Seed*' 
may be broadcast evenly over the 
Ast, unless several varieties are to 
be sown In the same Aa* 
in wht h 
case, 
sow 
them 
in 
rows 
Cover 
lightly with soil. or sifted sphag­ 
num, water thoroughly, and place 
in a shadv spot until 'he elds ger­ 
minate. This often takes longer than 
with 
annuals and 
vegetables, so 
be patient, and keep the s»-ed bo* 
moist. 
When the seeds sprout, place the

your own garden plants. It may 
need some extra water during a 
dry spell, since a box of porous soil 
will dry 
out quickly. 
But 
these 
hardy flowers require no coddling, 
and by fall some may be large 
enough to set out in the garden 
border. 
In gardens with heavy soil, which 
I 
inclined to stay wet, it will be 
safer to let your plants remain in 
the >eed box over winter. A cold 
frame would be the ideal wintering 
place, but any sunny corner, where 
a covering of leaves can be piled 
over It after the freeze-up. will be 
satisfactory. See that it goes into 
the winter with moist soil, but do 
not let soggy m aterial accumulate 
above it.

STRIPED C i t I MBER BEETLES 
The 
destructive 
striped 
beetle, 
commonly called cucumber "bug.” is 
easily identified by Its yellow thorax 
and wings, black head, and three 
longitudinal black stripes along its 
back. TTie fully grown adult meas­ 
ures slightly less than one-fourth 
inch in length. The young or larvae 
are white grubs that measure about 
one-third 
inch 
in 
length 
when 
grown, slender, and with brownish 
ends. 
This insect lives over winter as 
adult beetles, 
hibernated 
beneath 
rubbish left on or near the garden 
or occasionally it buries itself in 
loose soils. It emerges about the 
time the first cucumber, cantaloupe 
or squash plants appear and begins 
feeding at once on the tender leaves. 
Later the larvae tunnel into the 
stem base and main roots. Even if 
direct feeding of the 
b e e t le r and 
their young does not prove fatal or 
even injurious to the plants, com­ 
plete control is imperative in order 
to prevent bacterial wilt, a disease 
common wherever cucurbit crops are 
grown. Wilt organisms are spread 
solely bv the beetles as they feed. 
Freedom from wilt requires that the 
beetles be barred from reaching- the 
plants. 
Home gardeners with but a few 
hills of cucumbers, cantaloupes and 
squashes 
may 
fully 
protect 
the 
plants by making a frame over each 
hill with two loops of heavy wire or 
two halves of a barrel hoop. Shove 
the ends of the two arcs into the 
ground and let the supports cross 
at right angles above the center of 
the hill. Over this spread cheese­ 
cloth or fine mosquito netting, with 
the fabric edge covered with soli so 
the beetles cannot gain entrance 
under it. 
For many years commercial gar­ 
deners have used a dust against this 
enemy, composed of I pound of cal­ 
cium arsenate in 15 pounds of fine 
gypsum. The foliage must be uni­ 
formly coated on both side' a* soon 
as the leaves open, including the 
soil immediately around the base. 
Since rotenone has become widely 
popular, both commercial and home 
gardeners are preferring this insec­ 
ticide to the described calcium ar- 
senate-gypsum dust. Because rote­ 
none is relatively safe to use on 
plants whose edible parts are ex­ 
posed. It is the ideal weapon with 
which to combat the striped beetle 
after small cucumbers are nearing 
edible size. 
Because control or prevention of 
anthracnose, downy mildew and leaf 
spot requires applications of Bor­ 
deaux mixture, many home grutten- 
ers use the calcium arsenate- gyp­ 
sum dust until vines begin to run 
and thereafter spray, every week to 
IO days 
with 
Bordeaux 
mixture. 
adding calcium arsenate at the rate 
of 2 level tablespoonfuls to each 
gallon of spray, On this point it Is 
well to remember that the striped 
beetle not only feeds on the young 
plants and introduces wilt, but it 
may continue its attacks on the 


blooms, often rendering them sterile. 
The recommended Bordeaux mix­ 
ture 
applications 
are 
warranted 
wherever 
cucumber 
leaf spot 
or 
downy mildew is prevalent. One of 
the organic copper dusts will like­ 
wise reduce these two fungous dan­ 
gers.

danger, yet It is probable that house 
flies

deaths than result from anv of the 
major diseases against which medi­ 
cal science and public interest are 
now directing nationwide efforts. At 
this time of the year every citizen, 
rural and urban, should consider 
preventive measures as a major key 
to the solution of this menacing 
problem.

House flies breed mainly in live- 
I stock manures, but with the gradual 
I disappearance of the horse, they 
now propagate chiefly in decaying 
vegetable 
matter — garbage, 
city 
dumps, 
rotting 
fruits 
and 
vege­ 
tables, and outdoor toilets. There 
are numerous overlapping 
broods 
| each summer which give flies an 
amazing rate of multiplication un­ 
less breeding places and materials 
are cleaned up or covered up early 
in the season and kept that way. 
Prevention measures include: 
Clean out stables, poultry and hog 
houses, and other places where ani­ 
mal and fowl excrement accumu­ 
lates so waste matter will not re­ 
main long enough to enable fly eggs 
to hatch 
Do not welcome flies with “lite. 
meal" signs on open garbage con­ 
tainers. Have tightly fitting lids and 
make use of them 
Strew powdered borax every day 
or two all summer in outdoor toilets. 
Lime is almost worthless in this 
j role. 
Do not patronize cereless grocers 
who expose fruits, vegetables, and 
other foods to flies—and be certain 
to tell them so in order they may 
correct the evil. 
Haul and scatter manure on dis­ 
tant fields frequently in hot weath­ 
er. 
Avoid decaying straw and similar 
vegetation around the barnlot. 
Direct combat should enlist the 
serious consideration of all citizens 
because 
wholesale 
destruction

egg-laying flies tends toward that 
hoped-for day when this foe will be 
extinct. 
Screen all openings in residences 
and buildings where food is handled 
or stored. I* is not a preventive 
measure, it is a wise precaution in 
direct combat.

BOARD'S NEW

HARRISBURG (ZP) — The State 
Tax Equalization Board reported to­ 
day th at m arket value of real estate 
in Pennsylvania’s 2.51» school dis­ 
tricts increased from $23,630,282,684 
ill 1950 to $24,926,549,516 in 1951. 
However, the board reported the 
assessed 
valuation 
of

property increased only from $1,396,- 
330.896 in 1950 to $9,849,179,821 in 
1951. 
Tile Legislature set up the board 
to determ ine the m arket value of 
real estate as a bose for distribu­ 
tion of state subsidies because of 
varying practices in fixing assessed 
valuation of property in the state's 
67 counties. Before the board was 
created the state used the assessed 
valuation as its yardstick for dis­ 
tributing state subsidies.

The board noted in its report that 
the assessed valuation of property 
for 1951 “is only one per cent higher 
than the total durnig the depres­ 
sion year of 1933, despite new con­ 
struction, dollar value and general 
economic conditions. 
•'Increases in the 1951 assessed 
valuation of individual school dis­ 
tricts are attributable generally to 
new building construction. In a few 
counties increases were influenced 
by revision and equalization pro­ 
grams.”

In 1947 Wright underwent an op­ 
eration in a Pittsburgh hospital in 
which part of his brain w as re­ 
m oved. It w as believed the opera­ 
tion had elim inated his urge to | 
steel. He was paroled from prison 
in 1949 
Two w eeks ago police arrested 
him and found m ore than $25,000 
worth of stolen loot in his P itts­ 
burgh apartment. He adm itted 28 
house burglaries in W estern Penn­ 
sylvania and two in West Virginia. 
A few days ago he was brought 
here to show police the scenes of 
his burglaries. 
State police said Wright broke 
his eyeglasses and used a piece of 
the glass to slash his wrist. He 
m ade a noose of his T-shirt and 
a sm all blanket to strangle him ­ 
self.

LAW PASSED; 


OVERRIDE VETO 


WASHINGTON lift — The nation 
today has its first new' im m igra­ 
tion law since 1798. Congress ap­ 
proved it on Friday over the veto 
of President Truman. 
It 
becom es 
effective 
in

months. Im m igration officials said 
it 
is so com plicated—com pletely 
overhauling the im m igration and 
naturalization law s—it m ay take 
them even longer than that to put 
it into full operation. 
It was a sharp rebuff for the 
President—the first overriding of 
a veto on m ajor legislation since 
1947 when C ongress put the Taft- 
H artley law on the statute books 
over his protests.
